terrible close the interest increases, 
until the tragedy ends with the su- 
jpreme sacrifice of Hethvig. After so 
wonderful a picture of Hun ruth-> 
lessness, it seems inevitable lhat the' 
audience tnusl have gone home full 
of gratitude that our lots are cast 
in America—in a land where such a 
situation is impossible, in a 
land 


unpolluted by German Kultur. 


We owe and offer our thanks to

Such photographs must be furnished 
by each registrant. x Each photograph must be 
signed by the applicant accross the face thereof 
so as not to obscure the features, if the applicant 
is able to write.

Sugar control has sated the Amer 


Icaa public JISO.000,000, Herbert HOOT- 
er. United Statej food administrator, 
declared th« other day. 


H» pointed cut tb»t sugar was sell- 


ing f.r 11 cents a pound last Amjust 
and tkat It would Late.advanced to 20 
cenU a pound, wltb th« werld short- 
age as a stimulo*. bad net th« f«»d 
administration secured tte co-opera- 
tloa of tbe refiners acd wholesalers 
and filed a sugar price that today en- 
ables housewltfs to buy sugar at from 
SV4 te 9 cents a pound. 


"Every 1 cent raise In rujrar frora 


September 1 to January 1 means J1S,- 
000.000 to the American consumer," 
Mr. Hoover said. "Numbers of gen- 
tlemen will tell you that 'JO cent sugar 
would hare prevailed acd the public 
robbed of 1180.000,000 this year If we 
Lad not taken these actions." Later 
Mr. Hoover called attention t« the fact 
that uncontrolled sugar advanced to 
53 cents a pound during tte Civil War. 


Franc* Got Our Sugar. 


Today the American public has been 


allotted 70 per cent, of Its normal scp* 
ply. 
Before the war tbe average an- 


nual household consumption bere was 
65 pounds a person. In England the. 
annual consumption during the war Is 
21 pounds, and In France each person 
Is allotted a tittle over one pound a 
month. 


"la Au;nst the French government 


found Itself unable to maintain even" 
this ration," Mr. Hoover declared. 
"An api>ea] was made to America, 
France needed 
100.000 tons. .We 


agreed to fill this demand and op to 
December had shipped S-~vl2G tons. In 
tbe meantime an appeal wcs made to 
the American public to reduce Its sus- 
ar consumption, and requests were 
made to distributors to supply the 
confectionary and sweet drints trade 
with 00 per cent, of normal supply. 
This has been generally followed, al- 
though such regulations were volun- 
tary, as the foo-1 administration had 
co authority to Impose them." 
: 


Domestic Price It B'/2 to 9 Cents. : 
Retail grocers throughout the coun- 


try are supposed to tate a profit of no 
more than 50 cents a hundred—half a 
cent a pound—oa sugar. By reason of 
food administration regulations, bind-. 
Ing refiners acd wholesalers, the re- 
tailer is able today to buy sugar at 
frora 8 to 6H cents a pound. This 
enables him to sell to the housewife at 
S*4 to 0 cents a pound. 


There have been some violations of 


the sugar rulings. 
Mr. Hoover said 


recently: "Sales of su;ar from 16 to 
20 cents per pound have been reported 
and followed up vljorously and step- 
ped and Is evidence Itself of the prices 
at which consumers woald have beea 
mulct bad we not Intervened. We hate 
forfeited wholesalers' licenses In ag- 
gravated cases, and we have Issued 
warnings to first offenders In a great 
many Instances through our local ad- 
ministrators,"

American sugar stocks could be fill- 


ed to connal very soon If ships could 
te sent to Java, where 2r<0,(XX> tons of 
sugar It waiting for shipment.

th* shipping *ltn*tlon Is to acutt that 
tte nation cannot spare the eleven, 
ships needed to transport this sugar. 
It w«uld tjie the boats cot yeir to 
haul 250,000 tons. In the same time 
they could be used for transporting 
200,000 soldiers to France, 


Tbe 
food administration believes 


that tbe American public will diminish 
Its sugar consumption by 10 or 15 per 
cent, when It 1* made clear that «u*h 
sugar saving is a patriotic act and 
when It Is understood that there are 
plenty ef sweeteners available to take 
the place of sugar, such as bocey or 
corn ayrcp.

ters of tbe world are Germany, the 
West and East Indies. German sugar 
Is, of course, used at Lome. Tte East 
Indian sugar Is unavailable because of 
tbe ship shortage.
